Wasmxaron, Avg. 20,—The ex-Rebel Com-
missioner fur the exchange of prisoners, Robert
Ould, isout in a two column article in one of
the morning papers here, trying to show that
Genersl Graut was respouosible for the non-
exchange of prironers in 1864, and that conse-
guently all the suffering of the Federal prisoners
ut Andereonville and other Southern prisons is
to be attributed to Grant,

The article is evidently totended as an elec-
tiencering document for the benefit of the De-
mocratic cundidates. Ould's letter consists of
mere assertions on his own responsibility, un-
gupported by any official data going to connect
General Grant in any way with the non-
exchange of prisoners,

He tries to make it appear that Lhe Rebels
wele anxious Lo make the captivity of the Union
soldiers ng pleacant as possible, and thea re-
iterates as a reason for thelr failure to do so,
the old story that they had not means. In 1884
he says he offered to purchase medicines off the
Federal Goveroment for the Federal prisoners,
but received no replyto his suggestion, Army
officers here eny the reason of it was that Ould
eould not be trusted to distribate the
supplies eent to Federal prisoners, Those
eent by the Sanitary and Christian Comunlssions,
baving been unhesitatingly confiscated by the
Rebel authorities on several occasions. Oald is
very anxious for the election of Seymour and
Blair, and it is understood this letter was writ-
ten and published for the purpo:e of turning
soldiers who were formerly in Rebel prisons,
aguinst General Grant,
